Before commencement of debate, 
Deputy Sa'ad Omar objected that the number of opposition votes 
on the Reply to the Speech from the Throne was 21 and not 19 
as recorded. In reply, Deputy--President of the House, Ahmed 
Al-Amer said that the total votes of the opposition have been 
corrected to read 20. ; 


Replying to a question by Dev sty Faiq As-Samarrai, regard- 
ing Jewish representation in Farliaue nt, hh Mustafa Al-Umari, 
declared on behalf of the Frericr wh. wes slightly indisposed, 
that on the expiry of the Denuitonaliaation Law shortly, the 
rae will introduce a bili amending Article 9 cf the 

lectoral Law of 1946 to make Jewisu rornvesentation in Parlia- 
ment consistent with the number of ~swse in Iraq. 


Faiq As-Samarrai further adis taat when he tabled this 
motion on June 24, 1950 the numbev cf vews who had applied for 
denationalizetion was 20,000 and uow it has shot up to 80,000. 

He explairs ‘nat those Jews should automatically forfeit their 
Iraqi nationality whether the Council of Ministers has approved 
it or not, aiding that Jews in other countries are kept under 
strict surveillance because they constitute a dangercus element 
to the country. He urged that they be sent to special concentra- 
tion camps until their turns come up, instead of having therm 
represented in Parliament. 


Following deliberations of other items on the agenda, 
Farliament adjourned until Saturday to debate a 12-point agenda.
